Th e wreck y esterday afternoon on 
th e Big Fou r railroad, sou th of Wil- 
liamstown, was not as seriou s as was 
first reported. Ertle Rigsby , th e fire -1 
man, was inju red more sev erely th an 
th e oth er members of th e crew. 
His 
left arm was broken and h e receiv ed 
a deep cu t on th e h ead. 
It is said 
h e will recov er. Rigsby was taken to 
St. Vincent’s h ospital i/i Indianapolis 
last nigh t. 
Rigsby ’s h ome is in Ma­ 
nilla and h e h as only been in th e em­ 
ploy of th e railroad a sh ort time. 
His h eadqu arters were at Wabash . 
Ch arles Ilall of Greensbu rg, th e 
condu ctor, escaped with only a few 
bru ises and th e 
engineer, 
Frank 
Nicely of Wabash , was not in j ired. j 
Th e entire crew state 
th ei» * escape 
from death was miracu lou s. 
Th e engine was one of th e ligh ter 
ty pes u sed on th e road and was sent 
from th is citv to bring th e wrecking 
O' 
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crew h ere from Greensbu rg, to place 
an engine on th e track near th e P ark 
fu rnitu re factory . 
Th e engine was 
ru nning backward and was pu sh ing 
th e caboose. Th e train went th rou gh 
Milroy at 3 :1 7 o’clock and nine min­ 
u tes later th e wreck was reported to 
th e dispatch er at Wabash . 
Th e en­ 
gine was ru nning at a h igh rate of 
speed and was so ligh t th at wh en th e 
cu rv e was h it, abou t 200 y ards sou th 
of Williamstown, it ju mped th e track. 
Th e engine pu lled th e caboose off th e 
rails and togeth er th ey went into th e 
ditch . 
Abou t 150 feet of track was 
torn u p and it was after 11 o’clock 
before traffic was resu med. 
Rigsby was fou nd ly ing 
u ncon­ 
sciou s between th e engine and tender 
and it is believ ed th e sh aker iron h it 
h im, cau sing th e wou nd on h is h ead. 
Th e wreck occu rred with ou t a mo­ 
ment’s warning and h e did not h av e 
time to ju mp. 
Th e engine did not 
tu rn completely ov er, bu t was resting 
on one side at th e east of th e road 
bed. It is said th e wreck wou ld h av e 
prov ed fatal to th e crew if it h ad 
tu rned-tu rtle. 
Th e accident at Williamstown was 
th e th ird one on th is div ision y ester­ 
day . A grav el train ran two cars off 
a derail in th is city in th e morning 
and th e engine wh ich was switch ing 
at th e factories left th e rails.

factory was finally placed on 
th e 
rails abou t 5 o’clock. Condu ctor Hall 
of th e train th at was wrecked near 
Williamstown. was asked to take 
a 
ear load of liv e stock 
with h im to 
Greensbu rg, bu t instead took th e ca­ 
boose. 
It was lu cky th at lie did not 
take th e stock for it wou ld h av e been 
killed.

The as­ 
sistan t secretary of the Amalgamated 
Society of Railway Serv an ts had this 
to say to the n ewspapers: 
“I heard Lloy d George’s statemen t 
an d I kn ow what it mean s an d why it 
was mad e. The position is n ot altered 
by the statemen t an d the presen t 
strike is goin g forward . 
There is ab­ 
solutely n o truce to be giv en .” 
This wak followed at 1 a. m. by the 
issue in Lon d on of an ad d ress to the 
members of the v arious railroad un ­ 
ion s. 
It is a reiteration of the griev ­ 
an ces again st the compan ies with ref­ 
eren ce to the con ciliation board s, an d 
accuses the compan ies of harassin g 
an d d riv in g the men un til they are 
n ow' worse than slav es.

The complian ce with the strike or 
d er throughout the coun try is n o wise 
gen eral. 
It is true that un ion lead ers
